East St. Louis Store, Is 
Found to Be Intact. 


the fire “which destroyed several build- 


ings at St. Louis and Collinsville ave- 
nues early Monday murning, uncovered 
today the two safes of the Ziegenhein 
Bros. Furniture Co. one was lying face 
down and when it was lifted up the 
doors fell off. The contents were found 
to have been destroyed by the flames. 

The other was intact. When the doors 
were opened by order of Fred Ziegen- 
hein the conterits were found not to 
have been damaged. It contained money 
and papers. 

The safe in which the contents ‘were 
destroyed was 5 feet high, 3% feet wide 
and 3 feet deep.

The finding of the damaged safe has 
added another element of mystery to 
the fire. In the absence of any state- 
ment to the contrary, it is assumed 
that, as the fire occurred in the night, 
both safes were locked. The one which 
had fallen over and the contents >of 
which were found to nave been burned, 
was large and strongly built agd was 
supposed to afford complete protection 
to its contents. 

The safe of the Fellner- Crow Dry 
Goods Co., which was taken from the 
ruins Monda;, was found to have pro- 
tected its contents from damage. 
The East St. Louis police are as- 
sisting the fire marshals in their in- 
vestigation. Yesterday an employe 
of the Ziegwenhein firm, was taken to 
police headquarters and questioned, 
but was not held,

DARDANELLES 
FORTS PROTECT 
TURKISH CAPITAL 


British Admiral Forced Passage 
in 1807, but Had“ Diffi- 
culty Getting Back. 


HE Dardanelles, known as the gate- 
ag way to Constantinople, is a nar- 
row, tortuous strip of water divid- 
ing Buropean from Asiatic Turkey, and 
leading from the Aegean Sea to the Sea 
of Marmora. It is about 33 miles in 
length, and averages about two miles in 
width. 

At the entrance —to the straits are, on 

the European side, Forts Helles Burnu 
and Sedd-el-Bahr, which face Fort Kum 
Kale, on the Asiatic side. Sedd-el-Bahr 
is a quadrangular enclosure, with solid 
walls and low towers at the angles. 
Standing on the side of the hill which 
slopes to Cape Greco, its lower wall 
reaches to the water's edge. In acre- 
age, Sedd-el-Bahr is the largest fortress 
in the Dardanelles. Behind the castle 
on the height is the Shahim Kealessi 
Fort. 
Across the strait from Sedd-el-Bahr 
tc Kum Kale is about two miles. Kum 
Kale is an old stone castle which on the 
flat land of the Asiatic side ‘ies almost 
at the water line. Of late years this 
fortress had been permitted to go into 
decay, but with the outbreak of the war 
it undoubtedly has been strengthened 
with modern guns. 

The mouth of the Dardanelles is said 

to be heavily mined. Up the waterway 
toward Constantinople many small forts 
dot the shores at intervals and there 
are big fortifications at the entrance to 
the Sea of Marmora and also about 16 
miles from the entrance to the strait, at 
the beginning of the narrows. Here are 
lorts Namasieh, on the European side, 
and Chanak Fortress opposite it. Bot 
tre modern fortifications, armed with 
Krupp guns. . 
Under the treaty of 1841, which w 
confirmed by the Paris peace treaty of 
1656, no foreign warships were permitted 
to enter the Dardanelles except by the 
consent of Turkey. Merchant vesse!s 
arriving at the narrows between sunrise 
and sunset were permitted to pass 
through in.ordinary times without for- 
nalities, but after sunset and before 
sunrise no vessels were allowed to pass. 
Were an attempt to do so made a blue 
light Would blaze from the forts and 
three blank shots would be fired.- Should 
these warnings prove futile it was man- 
datory upon the forts that sol!d shot be 
fired at a vessel disregarding the regu- 
lations. 
The Dardanelles were forced in i807 
by an English Admiral, who made Mis 
way through the Sea of Marmora to 
Constantinople, but encountered much 
more difficulty in getting back through 
the narrow waterway than he had in 
going in. »

trial for the offense charged against 
him. 

The State of Georgia, through its 
Attorney-General, contends that the 
writ of habeas corpus asked for by 
Frank virtually will overturn his 
conviction and make him practically 
immune from further prosecution. 
The proceedings automatically acts 
as a stay in the execution of the 


sentence, 
Marshall described the circumstances 


surrounding the trial. He cited. affi- 
davits and statements of persons who 
were present in the vourtroom to show 
that the most virulent prejudice existed 
not only in Atlanta, but found expres- 
sion in the courtroom. He drew a ver- 
ba! picture of the mobs that surrounded 
the courtroom, proclaimed their hatred 
of the man on trial. 

He told of the cheers that greeted the 
testimony of witnesses against the pris- 
oner, of the jeers and insults to those 
who were trying to procure for him a 
more fair trial. 

“You say that at times a person in 
the mob, as you describe it, in the 
courtroom, leaned over the prisoner and 
insulted him,’ asked Chief Justice 
White. 

Says Mob Hemmed in Jury. 

**Yes,"’ replied Marshall. ‘I have here 
an affidavit that describes the acts as 
I have portrayed them. Further than 
that, persons in the mob hemmed in the 
jury box, and gave expressions to their 
prejudice against this defendant.” 

Responding to other questions from 
the Chief Justice and Justice Vande- 


vanter, Marshall said that the actual 
facts recited in the brief submitted by 
him regarding the physical absence of 
Frank from the courtroom were not dis- 
puted by the State. The question at is- 
sue, he declared, which was not ad- 
mitted by the State, was to what extent 
the fundamental right of Frank to have 
a fair and impartial trial had been vio- 
lated. 

There was some discussion between 
the members of the court and Attorney 
Marshall of a finely-drawn technical | 
character as to what possible effect the 
presefice or absence of Frank might 
have exercised upon a verdict reached 
by the fury, in seclusion, and after de- 
liberations in which he could have no 
part. 

Neither the Interrogations nor Mar- 
shall’s rejoinder developed a conclusion 
that the court could accept mutually, 
Marshall contended that a verdict ne- 


cessitated the attendance of the defend- 
ant quite as much as the process of 
drawing the jury or the taking of tes 
timony. 

“Vhat the Defense Contends. 


The points made by Attorney Mar- 
shall in support of his contention that 
Frank had not a fair trial were these: 

1. That the Superior Court in which 
he was tried had no right to receive a 
verdict for or against him in his ab- 
sence. 


2. That the entire preceedings were 
nullified because of mob domination, to 
which the presiding Judge succumbed, 
and which, in effect, wrought a dissolu- 
tion of the court. 


$. That neither the prisoner, his coun. 
sel, nor the court authorities, had the 
power to waive the right of the prison- 
er at any time during the entire trial, 
whether by implication or in conse- 
quence of any pretended ratification by 
him in any action taken by his counsel. 


4. That Frank’s absence at the recep- 
tion of the verdict constituted a viola- 
tion of the due process of law, which 
could not be waived directly or indi- 
rectly, expressly or impliedly, before or 
after the rendition of the verdict. 

5. That the fact that he did not raise 
the jurisdiction question on his motion 
for a new trial did not deprive him of 
his constitutional right to attack the 
judgment as a nullity. 

6 That even if the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of Georgia were to be in- 
terpreted as deciding that a motion for 
an new trial is the only method by 
which the constitutional] question can be 
raised, it would be in conflict with the 
Constitution of the United States. 


7. That Frank’s application for a writ 
of habeas corpus is squarely based on 
the contention that, when the verdict 
was received and judgment rendered 
against him, the Court had lost such 
jurisdiction as it previously possessed, 
thus making the habeas corpus the 
proper remedy to test the validity of 
this present detention, under sentence 
of death. 

8. That the defendant, having exhaust- 
ed all of his remedies in the Georgia 
State courts, his invocation of the Fed- 
eral Constitution for the protection of 
his life therefore is his last resort. 

9. That the verdict and subsequent 
proceedings in the State Court being 
nullities, he is entitled to his discharge 
from the void judgment and to be re- 
lieved from the void of sentence of 
death, although he does not contend 
that he cannot be held for further tria! 
under the indictment.

PASSPORT FOR SPY 


Reservist. Under Arrest Says 
Capt. Boy-Ed Sent Hans Lody 
to England. 


NEW YORK, Feb. %-—Federal au- 
thorities today were investigating & 
statement made by counsel for Richard 
P. Stegier, the German naval reservist 
arrested in this vicinity Wednesday 
night, that Capt. Boy-Hd, naval attache 
to the German embassy in Washington, 
had furnished an American passport to 
Carl Hans Lody, the German spy who 
was put to death In the Tower of Lon- 
don last November. In his general de- 
nial of Stegler’s statements involving 
him, Capt. Boy-Ed referred to this alle- 
gation as ‘‘trash.”’ 

Charles H. Griffittns, former Assistant 
United States Attorney, who was 4s- 
signed by United States Commissioner 
Houghton to defend Stegler, linked the 
names of the German naval attache and 
Lody in a statement given out after a 
conference with Stegter in the Tombs. 

“Stegler told me,’ Griffiths said, “that 
on one occasion while he was on his 
way to keep an appointment with Capt. 
Boy-Ed, a Dr, Fuehr told him that Capt. 
Boy-Ed had carried through the schefne 
that made it possible to obtain an Amer- 
ican passport for Lody and that Boy-Ed 
sent Lody to England, where he was 
oxecuted. Stegler also said that Dr. 
Fuehr told him Boy-Hd was the only 
person who knew all the details of the 
Lody plot, because he had planned the 
whole thing.’’ 

Wife Corroborates Statements. 


Griffiths said that all of Stegler’s 
statements were corroborated by Mrs. 
Stegler, the young Georgia woman at 
whose suggestion Stegler abandoned his 
alleged plan to go abroad. According 
to Griffiths, Stegler was to have sailed 
for England to work for the German 
Government in obtaining information as 
to the whereabouts of an English fleet 
of dreadnoughts supposed to be in St. 
George’s Channel. Stegler was to have 
gone on the steamer Franconia, accord- 
ing to the lawyer, and when he decided 
not to go a young German-American, 
whom he knew by sight but not by 
name, was assigned to the perilous task 
and sailed on the steamer with a bogus 
passport in his pocket. 

The Franconia is due to arrive in Liv- 
erpool within a day or two. 

According to the lawyer, Capt. Boy-ed 
in a talk with Stegler at the German 
Club in this city had agreed to pay 
Mrs. Stegler $150 a month while Stegler 
was in England and had furthermore 
agreed, should the British discover. his 
mission and he met the same fate as 
Lody, to pay Mrs. Stegler $150 a month 
so long as she should live. 

Boy-Ed Makes Denial.

Stegler’s story whien referred to him. 
The statement follows: 

“Some time in January last Stegier 
appeared in my office with an introduc- 
tion from tHe German naval attache, 
requesting me to give the man work in 
my office if it was possible. Stegier 
told me that he had recently been mar- 
ried and that he wus very hard up. 
He said he was a member of the Ger- 
man naval reserve, wno was marooned 
in this country. 

“Tf I had had a vacancy I might have 
given the man work. His report of our 
conversation as given tn the newspapers 
is a fabrication from beginning to end. 
I know of Lody no more than what I 
have read in the newspapers. I have 


 iaaee seen Stegler since. When he 


left my office I advised him to call on 
the editor of a local German magazine 
and ask him for employment.”’ 

George 8. Vierick, editor of the maga- 
zine, said Stegler had called on him, 
but that he did not ask for work. 
Stegier said Vierick asked for assistance 
in getting an American passport, saying 
he had work of a confidential nature to 
do. Vierick, who is an American citi- 
zen, said he refused to be a party to any 
scheme to get an American passport for 
Stegler.

GERMANY IN FAVOR 
OF SOME OF PLANS 


Several Conferences Held by 
German Officials With 
Ambassador Gerard and 
British Cabinet Considers 
Communication. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Administra- 


tion officials were looking forward with 
unabated interest today to early re- 
sponses to the American Government's 
informal proposals to Great. Britain and 
Germany for the elimination of dan- 
gers to neutral shipping. These sugges- 
tions include removal of all unneces- 
sary mines in the high seas and pro- 
vide for the distribution of foodstuffs 
to the German civilian population and 
the abandonment of the German sub- 
marine warfare on merchant ships. 

The American proposals have been 
submitted by England to her allies. 
France and Russia, for consideration. 
At the same time the British Cabinet 
has taken them under consideration. 
Officials here expect that a reply will 
be forthcoming in a few days. Unoffi- 
clal advices fail to disclose the attitude 
of the British Cabinet toward the lat- 
est American move. 

While merchant vessels still are being 
destroyed by mines and torpedoes, Sec- 
retary McAdoo of the Treasury De- 
partment has ordered that all ports in 
the British Isles, including the conti- 
nental port of Bordeaux, be made “‘spe- 
cial ports,’’ requiring special rates of 
War insurance from the Government 
Bureau. This was done because of dan- 
gers to ships in the new German war 
zone. 

German Concessions Expected. 

Meantime Germany has manifested 
willingness to make concessions, which 
gives officials here.ground for hope that 
4 conciliatory spirit will be adopted by 
Great Britain. 

It can be stated authoritatively that in 
the American communication, made 
identically to Germany. and Great 
Britain, no mention was made by the 
United States of what course it would 
pursue in the event of rejection of its 
proposals. The United States assumed 
rather the role of mediator, in an effort 
secretly for the present to reach an 
agreement without the embarrassments 
of public @iscussion in the belligerent 
countries where passions were thought 
likely to stimulate influence that would 
defeat definitely impartial considerution 
of questions involved. 

High officials of Washington have 
shown much solicitude over what might 
be the extent of retaliatory measures 
adopted by the belligerents if they con- 
tinue to disregard previously accepted 
principles of international law. It is un- 
derstood that one of the arguments used 
is that if the policy of starvation is put 
into effect by Great Britain, the first 
to feel the pinch of hunger might be the 
British, French and Russian prisoner® 

Another suggestion said to have been \ 
conveyed is that suffering forced upon 
the civilian population of Germany | 
might produce an unwholesome effect 
on the attitude of the American people 
toward Great Britain and her allies. 

Neutrals in Close Harmony. 

There is every evidence that neutral 
Governments are working in close har- 
mony with the Washington Govern- 
sent and have manifested more than a 
willingness to co-operate in efforts made 
here to assist in a settlement of the vex- 
atious questions arising out of sub- 
marine and mine warfare. Secretary 
ryan denied that an embargo by the 
United States on exports of food stults 
was contemplated. 

Following a talk with President Wil- 
son, Representative Porter of Pennsyl- 
vania, Republican, introduced a bill to 
authorize the President to lay, regu- 
late and revoke embargoes on all ships 
and vessels in United States ports, or 
United States of foreign vessels when- 
ever, in~his opinion, it is necessary, 
until 15 days after the commencement 
of the next session of Congress. 

The delicacy of the negotiation pre- 
vents officials from revealing just what 
has been proposed. The Ministers from 
Norway and Sweden and other neutral 
envoys who have inquired, some of them 
ayen by instruction from their Govern- 
Me have not been given the details 
by the State Department because the 
subject is regarded as in an informal 
and unofficial stage as yet, more in the 
nature of an interchange of views than 
a formal negotiation.

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GERMANS FAVOR 
SOME PROPOSALS 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London, Feb. %.—The 
American note to Germany and Great 
Britain on the subject ~-f foodstuffs 
to civilian populations %f belligerents 
and submarine activities at sea, a ceoy 
of which was handec. to the German 
Foreign Office by Ambassador Gerard 
the night of Feb. 22, has been a subject 
of exhaustive discussion for the last 
two days between the German imperial 
authorities concerned and the Ameri- 
can Ambassador. 

As a result of this close attention, the 
German reply is gradually taking defi- 
nite form. The correspondent of tho 
Associated Press has been assured by 
a most competent and reliable author- 
ity that the American proposals are re- 
garded as constituting a satisfactory 
basis for future negotiation and that 
they are themselves in many respects 
neceptable. Certain of the proposals, 
however, will be subjected to more or 
less important modifications. 

Government circles have expressed 
themselves as impressed by the friendly 
spirit in which these proposals have 
been advanced, and the evident desire 
on the part of the American administra- 
tion to reach a solution of the difficul- 
ties involved in the present methods of 
maritime warfare, to belligerents and 
neutrals alike. 


The American note probably will not 
be published here until the German re- 
sponse has been sent forward, but there 
is good reason to believe that it deals 
with three principal subjects, namely, 
mine and submarine blockade of coasts, 
the use of floating mines, and the entry 
of foodstuffs for civilian populations. 


Tt is difficult to obtain any authorita- 
tive expression of opinion concerning 
the German point of view on these 
points from any of the imperial gov- 
ernmental departments interested in the 
negotiations, or to overcome the cen- 
sorship restrictions 1n treating of this 
matter in news dispatches sent out from 
Berlin by telegraph. 

Judging, however, from a general 
knowledge of German policy and inten- 
tions, it may be sald with confidence 
that little difficulty will be experience, 
so far as Germany is concerned, ‘n 
reaching a mutual agreement for the 
discontinuance of floating mines. The 
attitude of the German admiralty on 
mine planting along hostile coasts, how- 
ever, is at the present time unknown.

G. Burkham, was given by two nuns 
in. depositions taken in New Orleans 
and filed today in Judge Kinsey's court, 
where the suit of collateral heirs to 
break James Campbell's will is pending. 
The testimony was obtained »y lawyers 
for the defendants in the suit, Mrs. 
Florence Campbell and Mrs. Burkham. 

The nuns were formerly connected 
With St. Vincent’s Seminary, a girls’ 
school, at Grand and Lucas avenues, 
which was a block from the Campbell 
residence, then at Grand and Washins- 
ton avenues. Sister Mary Joseph (Maria 
Joyce) left St. Louis in 1910, and is now 
in St. Joseph’s School, New Orleans. 
| Sister Regina (Kenny) was connected 
with the seminary here for 19 years, left 
St. Louis 20 years ago and is now su- 
perintendent of a hospital in Mobile, 
Ala. 

Sister Regina testified that she con- 
ducted the sewing department of the 
school, which was connected with St. 
Philomena’s Industrial School, then at 
Clark and Ewing avenues, ‘and that 
Mrs. Campbell was one of her custom- 
ers, purchasing gowns frequently. A 
month before the birth of Lois Ann 
Campbell, she said, she measured Mrs. 
Campbell for a special ted gown, and 
she testified to the new measurements 
which were required for this garment. 

L. F. Ottofy, attorney for the con- 
testants, asked Sister Regina whether it 
Campbell was 
as to de- 
ceive her. She said she did not think 
it was possible. She also testified to 
the making of a layette, in anticipa- 
tion of the child’s birth. Some parts of 
this outfit were completed too late to 
be taken East when Mrs. Campbell 
went there and were sent to her in New 
York about the time that Lois was born 
there. 

Telegram From Campbell. 

Sister Mary Joseph testified that on 
the day of Lois Ann Campbell's birth, 
the sisters at St. Vincent’s Seminary 
received a telegram from James Camp. 
Lell, saying ‘‘A beautiful girl born to 
us today.” She also testified to talks 
with Mrs. Campbell before the child’s 
birth, as to her expectations, and said 
Mrs. Campbell asked the sisters to pray 
that she. might “have a family.”” She 
quoted Mrs. Campbell as having said 
to her, “‘God is guing to give mea child 
of my own.’’ 

Ottofy asked if Mrs. Campbell had not 
asked the sisters to pray that she might 
have “an heir,” but the witness did not 
change her first statement. Ottofy 
asked if the witness knew of a serious 
operation, performed on Mrs. Campbe!! 
several years before, and she replied 
that she had heard Mrs. Campbell) speak 
vf an operation, but did not know how 
serious it was. 

Campbell Romped With Child. 

Ottofy questioned Sister Mary Joseph 
about Mrs. Campbell’s conversion to 
Catholicism, and she said Sister Mary 
Elizabeth gave her some instruction in 
church teachings. When Ottofy asked 
it it was not true that James Campbell! 
never attended church, the witness said 
that, on the contrary, she had seen him 
in the Jesuit church on Grand avenue, 
particularly on Easter Sundays and at 
Christmas time. 

She told of Campbell’s fondness for 
Lois, and said he would romp and play 
with her in the manner of any affec- 
tionate father. Once, she said, when 
she spoke to him about the child’s irreg- 
ularity in attending school, he replied 
that Lois was ‘“‘bright, like her daddy,” 
and that he was not going to worry her 
about school attendance.

It’s a long way up Art Hill, 
Cis E. A. Curley, curator of the 
Museum, who has just resigned his po- 
sition, says he had become used to the 
climb and didn't mind it. There are 
some reasons for his withdrawal which 
h> prefers not to discuss, but he says 


his decision was partly brought about 


by his belief that the museum is not, 
in the proper sense, an institution of and 
for the people. It cannot be, he says, 
so long as it is so difficult of access. 

Another thing which Curley considers 
unfortunate is the separation of the mu- 
seum and the St. Louis School of Fine 
Arts, which is conducted as a part of 
Washington University, and which has 
only an indirect connection with the 
Art Hill institution. 

“Some persons may think,’’ Curley 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘that 
one ought to be content to stay on a 
payroll as long as he can draw his 
wages. But when one has aspirations, 
and wishes to see his work grow, he 
may come to feel that it is best to try 
some other line of activity. 

People Stay Avway. 

“I remained at the museum after the 
World’s Fair of 1904, at the request of 
the director, the late Halsey C. Ives, 
and after a great deal of hard work we 
got the museum established, and ob- 
tained suitable support from the city, 
making it possible to open the museum 
to the public at all times. 

“There remained the problem of get- 
ting the people to the Museum, and 
that problem is still unsolved. We have 
found that we can’t figure on getting 
the people to the Museum at any par- 
ticular time, and all plans for making 
the Museum a center of civic interest 
have failed in their inception. Not long 
ago there was an unusual opportunity 
for giving a textile exhibition, which 
would have illustrated the connection of 
art and industry, but it was decided 
that it would be useless to hold such 
an exhibition, because the people with- 
out automobiles couldn’t get to it.’

DARNELL, SAYS SHE 
WILL STAND BY HM 


Former Minister and Girl Who 
Lived With Him as Wife 
Meet in Chicago. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 26.—Miss Ruth 
Soper of Owatonna, Minn., who lived 
in Kenosha, Wis., with the Rev. James 
Morrison Darnell as his wife, before 
his resignation as a pastor there 
when it became known that he was 
the husband of a Chicago girl, who 
since has divorced him, visited Dar- 
nell yesterday in Chicago, where he 
is held on a charge of violating the 
Mann act in transporting Miss Soper 
to Kenosha. 

Miss Soper came from Milwaukee, 
where she testified before the grand 
jury investigating charges against 
Darnell and where she declared in an 
interview that Darnell had been mar- 
ried and divorced from Miss BPthe! 
Spurgeon of Avon, IIl., previous to his 
other matrimonial affairs. 

Will Cling to Darnell. 

“All that there is to say about meé 
has been said in a very sneering 
way,’ said Miss Soper. “But I want 
to make one statement if it can be 
made sincerely and in the way I feel 
it in my heart. That is, Mr. Darnell 
is my husband. He has been my hus- 
band and always will be. 

“IT have no intention whatever of 
deserting him in the time of his trou- 
ble. I would be a wife unworthy of 
the name if I were to do otherwise.” 

The meeting between Darnell! and Miss 
Soper took place in the Department of 
Justice office. Darnell was the first 
to arrive. A few minutes later Miss 
Soper walked in. Behind her came her

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mother, Mrs. Julia B. Soper, and fel- 
lowing them was Attorney Harlan Leach 
carrying Miss Soper’s 7-months-oid son, 
James Morrison Darnell Jr.

“My own little wronged girl wife,” 
said Darnell, tears springing into his 
eyes. Miss Soper sobbed in his em- 
brace for severa] minutes. She did not 
attempt to speak. 

Darnell Refuses to Talk. 

The conference lasted nearly three 
hours. At the conclusion Darnell was 
handcuffed and taken back to the coun- 
ty jail. The Government officials pres- 
ent at the meeting refused to permit the 
conferees to discuss anything relating 


~ the Mann act charges against Dar- 


nell or to a possible wedding of Dar- 
rell and Miss Soper. Whenever the 
}conversation drifted in prehibited direc- 
tions. one or the other of the Federal 
agents would call a halt. Darnell. re- 
fused to make any statement. 

“Please don’t ask me to say anything 
just now,’’ he ks. “My heart is too 
full. Besides, I have talked too giuch 
aiready, they tell me.’ 

Miss Soper made arrangements to re- 
turn to the home of her parents in Owa- 
tonna, Minn., today.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26.—Seven 


Democratic Representatives who stood | 


fast by the platform pledges of their 
party and refused to support the ad- 
ministration plan yesterday prevented 
the engrosement of House bill 621, which 
would continue the contract labor sys- 
tem for convicts in the State Peniten- 


tiary for six more years. 

Representatives John J. Moroney and 
Charles Rizo of St. Louis, John H. Tay- 
Jor of Kansas City, A. R, Boone of Mis- 
sissippi County, Jacob L: Bretz of Buch- 
anan County, Frank Lee of Jasper 
County and J. W. McKnight of Gentry 
County are the Democrats who voted 
against the party leaders on a test vote, 
and the bill was laid over on the in- 
formal calendar by administration mem- 
bers to prevent its defeat. 

The House members of both parties 
held secret Gaucuses Wednesday night 
10 determine what the party attitude 
would be on the question of continuing 
the contract system. Both parties 
pledged themsclves to the abolition of 
the system in the platforms on which 
they went before the voters last fall. 

Republicans Against Bill. : 

The Republican caucus voted to stand 
by its platform. The Democratic cau- 
cus decided to make the bill a special 
order of business yesterday. Democratic 
members were not pledged to vote for 
the bill, but they were expected to fol- 
low the leaders. 

When Representative ,Cornelits, who 
introduced the bill; moved that-it bo 
made a special order, Boone, who is 
chairman of the Prison Committe+ 
which reported the bill but refused to 
recommend its passage, rose to op- 
pose it. 

Boone said he was against the Dill 
because he considered the contract sys- 
tem a bad one, and that he would op- 
pose any measure which countenanced 
its continuance. ; 

Frank Lee followed Boone with a 
speech opposing the bill in which he de- 
manded that the Democrats stand by 
: their platform. ‘‘I made my campaign 
on this issue,’’ said Lee, ‘‘and I would 
be ashamed to go back home and ad- 
mit that the Democrats of this House 
have not brains enough to furnish a4 
solution of the financial problem in- 
volved in abolishing the vicious con- 
tract system. 

“If they didn’t expect:+to abolish it, 
why did they write it into the . plat- 
form?’ 

; Farris Speaks for Bill. 

’ Frank Farris and Floor Leader Tom 
Roney spoke in favor of the bill and 
declared it was the best solution of the 
convict labor problem which it is pos- 
sible to make at this time. 

They made an effort to line the Dem- 
ocrats up for the bill by showing that 
the abolition of the contracts would 
compel the State to expend large sums 
of money for the purchase of factories 
and equipment to furnish the convicts 
with employment. 

It soon became apparent that the in- 
surgents would oppose the bill to the 
last and Representative Tuggle, chair- 
man of the Appropriations Committee, 
sought to break the Republican ranks 
by declaring that the abolition of the 
contract system would require a reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent in all appropriations 
for the educational and eleemosynary 
institutions. 

Speaker pro tem Fulbright was called 
to the chair and Speaker Boyd took the 
floor in a speech defending the meas- 
ure. Boyd urged the Republican mem- 
bers to disregard party lines and asked 
them not to “butcher” the bill under 
& misapprehension of the facta. ‘This 
is not a party measure,” Boyd de- 
clared, “and was not adopted by the 
Democratic caucus. I pledge you my 
word of honor that no Democrat was 
bound to support this measure by any 
action of the party conference last 
night."" : 

Farrig Motion Defeated, 

To bring about a test vote, Farris 
moved that all bills pertaining to the 
penitentiary which are pending before 
the House be made special order and 
considered with the Cornelius bill. 

There was no debate on the motion 
and ft was defeated by a vote of 72 
to 6. The Republicans voted solidly 
against the motion and seven Demo- 
crats voted with them. 

J, H. Somerville, the only Progres- 
ive, voted with the daministration 
forces. 

A hurried consultation of Democratic

‘OVER BEQUEST OF 
WIDOW 10 DOCTOR 


Niece Charges ‘‘Fraud by Cer- 
tain Persons” in $20,000 
Will Suit. 


NEW YORK, Feb. %—The name of 
Dr. F. Leroy Satterlee, a physician to 
prominent New York families, is ex- 
pected to figure soon in a contest of 
the will of Mrs. Harriet Wells Smith, 
widow of 6 Newton Smith, beguh to- 
day in the Surrogate’s Court by Mrs. 
Antoinette W. Davis Brown of El 
Paso, Tex. : - 

Mrs. Brown, a niece of Mrs. Smith, 


+who died here in the Savoy Hotel last 
November, contends that the will, 
which leaves the bulk of the Smith 
estate of more than $20,000 to Dr. Sat- 
terleea, was drawn as “the result of 
fraud by certain persons.”’ 

The will, made Oct, 8, 1918, provides 
$500 for Elizabeth J. McAllister, a 
nurse; leaves two-fifths of the residue 
to Mary W. Clarke, “my good and 
faithful nurse,”” and closes with be- 
queathing the remainder of the estate 
to Dr. Satterlee. 

Mrs. Smith explains in the will that 
Mrs. Brown and all other relatives 
were cut off “for reasons sufficiently 
satisfactory to myself.” 

Mrs, Brown's papers contesting the 
will, allege, besides the charge of 
“fraud by certain persons,” that Mrs. 
Smith was of unsound mind at the 
time the will was drawn and was not 
competent to execute the document. 

George Malraison, the lawyer named 
by Mrs. Smith as executor, said today: 
“Dr. Satterlee had nothing to do with 
the drawing of the will in any way. 
He didn’t even know it was to be ex- 
ecuted, 

“I received a telephone call from 
Mrs. Smith, went to her home and drew 
the document tn proper legal form. I 
can vouch that Mrs. Smith was as sane 
and nérmal mentally ag you or I.” 

For several years prior to her death 
trouble had existed between Mrs. Smith 
and her niece, coming to an acute point 
in the spring of 1912, when-Mrs.. Brown 
and her son were arrested on Mrs. 
Smith's complaint that an attempt had 
been made to swindle her. The grand 
jury later indicted her on @ grand lar- 
ceny charge. 

Mrs. Smith dropped the prosecution, 
Assistant District Attorney Deacon re- 
porting te the Court that $4,000 of $0,- 
000 allewed to have been taken had been 
returned. 

8. Newton Smith was well known as 
a financier, and he was also instru- 
mental in the building of the elevated 
railroad {in Brooklyn. His widow in- 
herited approximately $500,000 it was 
stated at the time, but her lawyers de- 
nied today that .she left “munch more 
than $20,000’ when she died, despite re- 
ports that her estate was valued at

Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Declares Huge 
Sums Were Paid to State 
Officials, Legislators, Lob- 
byists and Others in Ten- 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Senators 
were studying 
today the disclosures by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in con- 


tren Supreme Court last Tuesday the | 


commission is powerless to make 
such an inspection. 

It was considered doubtful in Con- 
gressional circles whether, in view 
of the short time before adjourn- 
ment, anything in a legislative way 
can be done at this session giving 
the commission access to the cerres- 
pondence files of the railroads. Mem- 
bers of Congress, however, are con- 
sidering an amendment to the Inter- 
state Commerce act, which would 
give the commission this power. 

Qualifies Its Statements. 

The commission qualifies its dec- 
laration that the Louisville & Nash- 
ville has wilfully restrained compe- 
tion by pointing out that in some in- 
stances its energies were directed to 
meet the competition of other large 
systems and passes over the ques- 
tion of whether in all instances the 
course pursued was contrary to pub- 
lic interest. 

In ocnnection with the Tennessee 
Railroad Association, formed by car- 
riers in 1884 to combat adverse leg- 
islation in that State, the report is 
more specific in its allegations. 

“The various payments made on ac- 


tanooga & St. Louis, the report adds, 
disclose also expenditures of $13,137 from 
1867 to 1914 in maintaining political or 
legislative agents and $856 to create pub- 
lic sentiment. In addition to these items 
explained in the accounts, the commis- 
sion said it discovered other disburse- 
ments aggregating $599,668, ‘‘the purposes 
of which are concealed.’ Of this amount 
about $233,000 was collected from other 
railroad companies. 

The report says that from 1884 to 1907 
carriers expended about $560,000 in con- 
nection with the Tennessee Railroad As- 
sociation, of which tne net contribution 
of the Nashville, Cnattanooga & St. 
Louis “appears to have been about $367,- 
000.’" Entries in this account give little 
detail, but there are specific items, the 
commission asserts, ror campaign sub- 
scriptions, special trains transporting 
legislative bodies over foreign lines, 
items for “legislative services’ and 
large ones for “special expenses.”’ 

These aggregate over $300,000 of the 
amounts charged. 


Traffic Is Diverted. 
The Louisville & Nashville, chiefly 
since 1880, according to the report, has 
acquired controlling. interest in more 
than a hundred railroad companies or 


ports of New Orleans, Mobile and Pen- 
sacola, seems primarily interested in 
the development of Pensacola and has 
a fixed policy of attempting to prevent 
traffic movement through the other 
two ports. 

Although the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Co. has taken steps to abandon 
its control of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville since the present investigation be- 
fan, the commission declares, such con- 
trol for all practical purposes still ex- 
ists. Henry Walters, Michael Jenkins 
and Waldo Newcomer, on Sept. 25, 1914, 
it says, held or controlled more than 
115,000 shares of the capital stock of the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Co. and 
virtually controlled the Atlantic Coast 
Line and its subsidiaries, including the 
Louisville & Nashville. 

The report says that the $16,000,000 
shown in the cost of road accounts of 
the Louisville & Nashville does not rep- 
resent actual construction costs.

Names Are Not Revealed. 

The names of those still ‘holding pub- 
lic office’ were not revealed. 

Payments aggregating $82,596 ‘‘for 
rurposes mentioned in the resolution,” 
the report said, were made by the 
Louisville & Nashville between Sept. 1, 
1906, and July 1, 1914. 

Expenditures in the same period for 
maintaining political and legislative 
agents and associations were given as 
$23,274.41. For creating public sentiment 
in favor of the plans of the Louisville 
& Nashville in the same period, the re- 
port says, $59,322.48 was spent, of which 
$53,000 was used in a publicity campaign 
in Alabama to mold public opinion 
through the press and part of the bal- 
ance contributed to a fund made up by 
carriers to finance a campaign in Louis- 
iana to prevent the change of tax laws. 

In this connection, to preserve an out- 

ward appearance of indifference, ac- 
cording to the report, the funds were 
placed in the hands of a bank to be 
disbursed by it as if in furtherance of 
banking interests. 
Chattanooga & St. 
Louis, the Louisville & Nashville is al- 
leged to have paid $120,198 for the use 
of the Tennessee Railroad Association 
ir addition to other “large expendi- 
tures in connection with that associa- 
tion.”’ 

Vouchers Totaled $205,000. 
The report explains that a large num- 
ber of vouchers were issued by the 
Louisville & Nashville in the 1906-1914 
period to various persons concerning 
which the accounts gave no information, 
other than that the expenditures were 
for ‘“‘special’’ services and expenses. 
They amounted to about $296,000. 

The report says that a request for 
files in the general manager's office 
bearing on these vouchers was denied 
and that other vouchers, aggregating 
$67,722, from 1906 to 1911, were issued un- 
der the direction of the legal or execu- 
tive departments of the roads, without 
the purpose being stated. One of these 
vouchers was for more than $20,000, and 
all were in excess of $1000. ‘Whether 
such sums were spent for the purpose 
referred to, cannot be determined,’’ the 
report says. 

The commission gives an instance of 
one special ledger account’ recording 
expenditures, the purpose of 
which could not be learned from the ac- 
‘counts. It recites that an account was 
opened in the name of the Immigration 
and ‘Industrial Association of Alabama, 
in 1907. 

Payment to Official. 

This,’ the report says, “records a 
gash advance to George W. Jones, As 
sistant District Attorney tn Montgom 
ory, Ala., made under authority of the 
first vice-president; $13,068.80 was charged 
to this account; $7,868.86 was re-collected 
from other carriers who were parties tu 
this association and credited to this 
account. The balance of $5199.94 re- 
maining was charged to operating ex- 
penses by authority of the first vice- 
president. The nature of this account 
is indicated by notations on the treas- 
urer’s statements of cash reveipts en- 
tered therein, such as ‘proportion of 
expenses, account adjourned session of 
Alabama Legislature.’ ”’ 

A “suspense account” in the name of 
the National Bank of Commerce of 
Louisville, Ky., the report says, was 
cpened in June, 1911, to record amount 
of checks issuec under authority of 
President Milton H. Smith, in favor of 
the bank between June 7 and Oct. 6, 1912. 
Amounts aggregating $249,994 were paid 
to the bank in tha form of such checks. 
No information whatever, it was de- 
clared, could be obtained in regard to 
the purpose for which these payments 
were made “under the accounting rules 
prescribed by the commission,”’ says the 
report, “the keeping of such vague ac- 
counts at the present time would sub- 
ject the carrier to prosecutior.” 

Puarpose Is Concealed, 

“For the above reasons,” the report 
continues, “it could not bo determined 
what the purpose of all these large, ur- 
explained expenditures was. It seems 
clear, however, that for some reaso? 
the officials who were responsible for 
these ertries deemed it expedient t 
conceal not only In th» original entry. 
but from those engawed in thie tnvestl- 
gation, the real purpose fer which these 
expenditures were made.”

Major’s interview with the Post-Dispatch 
indicates that it is hopeless to expect leadership 
on his part in the attempt to accomplish im- 
portant legislation in the present session of the 
General Assembly. 

The Governor says he will take what the Legis- 
lature gives him. 

Without intelligent and forceful leadership it is 
vain to expect anything but a patchwork of 
needed legislative work. The friends of the admin- 
istration have reduced their program to a mini- 
nium. It includes only increasing the capacity 
of the binding twine factory, building a juvenile 
reformatory, the fire marshal and insurance rating 
bills, code revision bills and repeal of obsolete and 
unconstitutional laws. 

Under this minimum the main body of reforms 
recommended for the penitentiary, the election 
bill, the workmen’s compensation bill, bank law 
revision, farm credits and other legislative meas- 
ures of first importance will fail. 

Gov. Major’s unwillingness to assume leadership 
and to impress his views upon the Legislature—his 
inaction—will not enable him to escape. respon- 
sibility for the failure of desirable legislation. 
Hig administration will be judged by the things 
actually done, not by his personal views of what 
ought to be done. 

The lack of vigorous leadership for the people is 
the more lamentable, because of the activity of 
lobbyists and attorneys for special interests who 


are trying to defeat good measures and push bad 


measures. With an inactive Governor and an 
active lobby the public interests suffer.

After the feat of inducing the House to 
reverse itself on Mr. Damron’s bill to strip the 
State Game and Fish Department of its wardens, 
it is to be hoped that no one who does not believe 
in conserving the wild life of Missouri will care to 
arouse the sportsmen of the State to the defense of 
that good cause again for many a year. 
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COLORADO’S CONVICT SYSTEM. 
Warden Tynan has given six years’ trial to his 
honor system of managing Colorado convicts. It 
has obtained these results: 

1. Colorado convicts earn their cost and 


give the State $100,000 a year. 

2. They have built 356 miles of fine road, 
mainly mountain highway, often blasted in 
solid rock; roads local authority could not 
afford to build, but which open to settlement 
large areas formerly closed by want of high- 


ways. 
3. They have erected eight penitentiary 


buildings, worth $300,000, at a cost, for ma- 


terials, of $50,000. 
4. They have transformed 1700 acres of 


desert into.a productive farm. 

5. Of 2824 convicts sent out on these jobs, 
unguarded, only 130 have broken parole. 
None out on honor has committed crime or 
misdemeanor. No community in which un- 
guarded convicts worked was ever annoyed by 
them. Eighty per cent of paroled men have 


made good. 
New York, Illinois, New Jersey, Ohio, Nevada, 


Wyoming, Utah, Oregon, West Virginia, Wiscon- 
sin and Texas have adopted Colorado’s honor sys- 
tem wholly or in part. | 

What will the people of Missouri say—and do—

AN ABDICATION IN HAITI. 
This President Davilmar Theodor of Haiti, who 
has just abdicated and taken refuge on a steamer 
in Port au Prince Harbor, has shown himself dis- 
tressingly unworthy of a great name. A real 
Theodore is so far from anything of the sort, not 
only never abdicating anything but revealing the 
poverty of our language in lacking a word with 
just the opposite meaning, that it would not be 
surprising to learn that this Haitian who sets 
down the cup of coffee he already has was orig- 
inally named something entirely different. 
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‘‘THE SHERIFF OF NOTTINGHAM.’’ 
Sheriff D. C. Kimes of New Madrid County is 
only a little more frank than many other rural 
sheriffs for whom he stands as a type. He leaves 
no room for speculation on why he does not 
swear in some of the sturdy citizenship of the 
county and undertake the preservation of public 
order himself, instead of appealing to Jefferson 
City for militia. Not often does a country officer 
reveal the workings of the shrievalty mind in 
anything more delicious than this: 

“All these land owners are rich men and 
most of them have business in town. They 
elected me as a public servant and I don’t 
think it is right to act except as they want 
me to, because they elected me. Most of them 
are my friends and I don't see no use in their 
getting shot Or having their property burned.” 
The Sheriff added that he had a family to look 

after himself. But lest it might be thought that 


he had in mind the fate of Sheriff Bill Crowmer 


of Kent when Jack Cade led an ancient movement 


of tenants, he painstakingly particularized to 
this further extent: “But whenever I go after a 
man I shore get him. I ain’t afraid.” 

Of course the Sheriff is not afraid. He is only 
funny. Who will censure his discretion? Many 
another Sheriff tries to steer his course in a cri- 
sis so as not to endanger his further political 
career. Doubtless while the eagle eye of the 
famous Sheriff of Nottingham was peering around 
for offenders, his massive brain was figuring on 
his prospects in the next election. 
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HOW U. R. WINS OUR ‘‘GOOD WILLL.’’ 

Declaring that the United Railways wishes the 
“good will of every mgn, woman and child in St. 
Louis,”’ but that it canngt run parlor cars and 
serve refreshments on nickel fares, Chief Counsel 
H. S. Priest denounced the St. Louis press. 

It was to get the good wili of every man, woman 
and child that the United Railways dishonestly 
denied for a decade its continuous-ride transfer 
vbligations. 

Its tax-dodging, furthered by a dilatory court 
proceeding that has lasted 10 years, has always 
seemed inexplicable.’ What it was trying to do 
was not to escape the payment of one mill per 
passenger, but to win passengers’ good will and 
tc make it more spontaneous the company is still 
obstinately prosecuting its suit in the face of 
adverse Federal and State Supreme Court de- 
cisions. : 

It was trying to grab good will and not more 
franchises when it asked for the pretended com- 
promise of its large arrears in accrued taxes. It 
assiduously cultivates the good will of every man, 
woman and child by giving poorer service at 5 
cents during rush hours than some towns get at 
3 cents. 

The extent of the Post-Dispatch’s offending is in 
exposing and combatting the company’s aggres- 
sions and delinquencies. It has labored to free St. 
Louis from the grip of the utility companies and 
the Big Cinch and to make it a good town to come 
to, rather than a good town to stay away from. To 
what length would United Railway presumption 
not go if it were not for the press? 

If widows and orphans are suffering hardship 
because of the lack of dividends on United Rail- 
ways stock, it would seem that remedy would lie 
in a suit against those who sold them the watered 
securities. The wildest hopes of passengers stop 
much this side of parlor cars and refreshments. 
Those hopes might be in a fair way to realization 
if the money now wasted in fatuous litigation and 
high-priced lawyers was diverted to putting on 
more rush-hour cars. Z

Where is the man 
or woman whose heart cannot compass nor 
dreams comprehend this idyll? 3 

Rather cheap beside it sound the festal episodes 
of Olympus, the fabled suppers of Lucullus, the 
Athenian, revels that stirred Macaulay’s song. 
Marius the Epicurean knew no such enchantment. 
It was beyond Petronius. Homer, Pliny, Horace, 
Byron and Owen Meredith were specially fond of 
descanting upon suppers, but they conceived noth- 
ing comparable to Constance’s anonymous classic. 
Shakespeare contributed nothing to the romance 
of supper. further than to call it “that nourish- 
ment’—how prosy of William! 

Ben Jonson, Shelley, Keats—all of them tried— 
none of them achieved distinction singing prandial 
joys. Pope’s peasants’ supper, ‘a hollow tree, a 
crust of bread and Liberty,” falls short. Omar 
came somewhere nearer with his loaf and jug and 
bough and Thou in the wilderness, but the loaf 
has staled, the jug soured, the bough decayed, the 
wilderness popularized and Thou art about all 
that remains worth while at the party. A pity also 
that that “dinner of herbs where love is” should 
have become hackneyed. Yet none of these in 
their prime ever matched for simplicity, vivid- 
ness, power and charm of connotation our inquir- 
ing Constance’s little supper, covers laid for twain, 
you know the sort. 

Do you'recall how Martial, in one of his epi- 
grams, complained that his host Annius had 290; 
waiters standing about? No 200 waiters spoiling 
Constance’s little tete-a-tete—no ebon slave with 
peacock fan, no Cleopatran atmosphere, no mere 
sumptuosity of viands or “nectar-like Falerian 
thickened with Attic honey.” 
ridge perhaps? But nothing fussy like turbot, 
bisque or ortolans. What matter viands or vint- 
ages! And no whanging orchestra immediate; 
only faint echoes of melody from invisible violins, 
searce enough to interrupt a whisper or disturb 
the hallowed silences. Soft strains, soft lights, 
soft eyes—alfter all, isn’t it the eyes that make 
the feast—that feed the heart? 

Shelley dreamed of only merriment, with tea 
and toast and custards for supper. De gustibus 
non disputandum, and every poet to his own liking. 
The great and crowning beauty of Constance’s 
quoted fragment is that it allows each romancer 
to sup according to his own imagination on just 
what he pleases, just when he pleases and just 
where and (most vital of all) just with whom.

NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“What the Stock Exchange certainly 
seemed to indicate by the action of to- 
day’s market, was a feeling that pend- 
ing events, on the whole, were working 
out favorably. The news from the Dar- 
danelles confronted the market at the 
opening, and appeared to be responsible 
for the generally higher initial price. 
It did not: seem clear what inference 
was drawn as to immediate military 
consequences; but it produced an un- 
doubtedly good effect on financial sen- 
timent in London and Paris, which, per- 
haps, was reflected here. The opening 
advance in prices continued, until a 
gain of a point or so had been made in 
many active stocks. . 

Market Is Strong. 
“Trading in the stock market became 
uite dull during the afternoon, but in 

the last hour a little more activity was 
manifested, and some stocks became de- 
cidedly strong. This followed an irreg- 
ular reaction earlier in the day, during 
which many of the gains made just 
after the opening were lost. 

“Some of the active stocks showed 
advances of almost a point in the first 
hour, when there was good buying of 
the speculative issues. This was notice- 
able in such stocks as Union Pacific, 
Reading, Amalgamated Copper and 
United States Steel. Later in the day 
there was decided Strength shown by 
New Haven shares. The market as a 
whole, however, was largely profession- 
al, and there was little outside support. 
In the late trading there was a sharp 
rise in Third Avenue, which was well 
taken around 47%. New York Central 
was weak in the early trading, but re- 
covered partially later. There was a 
good demand shown for many of the 
low-priced shares. The market as a 
eg showed general gains for the 

ay. : 

“Meantime, the wheat market res pond- 
ed instantly to the prospect of reopening 
access to the Black Sea, and the sea- 
ports whence Russia's blockaded grain 
surplus might be sent out. The price 
of wheat fell with great violence, reach- 
ing a level of 7% cents a bushel under 
yesterday’s closing, and 19 cents below 
the price of a week ago. 

“This was a natural enough response— 
even if one were to add that values were 
on an inflated basis before this morn- 
ing’s news, and were reasonably certain 
to give way on any news which could be 
construed as unfavorable to higher 
prices. The question whether enormous 
wheat shipments will forthwith move 
from Odessa westward through the Med- 
iterranean need not be decided hastily. 
What the world must. first learn }{s 
whether Russia, with her poorly 
equipped railways busy moving troops, 
has yet had time to carry her surplus 
wheat from farms to the seaboard. It 
is not without interest that, ‘despite the 
Dardanelles news, today’s export clear- 
ances of wheat from our own ports were 
extremely large. 

“These loans will aggregate a large 
amiount, but the indications are that 
the accommodation will not be re- 
quired for long periods. In addition 
to the large loans of this character a 
&00d many temporary loans for smal] 
amounts will be arranged for various 
municiplities of high credit.: Prelim- 
inary returns covering the movement

The successful bombardment of the 
Dardanelles outer. forts by the allied En- 
glish and French fleets caused a spill 
in the wheat market tn the Merchants 
Exchange today. May wheat dropped 
to $1.414, compared with $1.48%, yester- 
day’s close, and a recent high point at 
$1.62%. July wheat sold at $1.15%, against 
yesterday's final at $1.20%, and a recent 
top at $1 Trading was unusually 
active and excited on the decline. The 
market closed with a fairly strong 
rally, but at material losses for the day. 

Corn dropped with wheat. May corn 
sold at 69%c, compared with yesterday's 
close ‘at 71%@@7l%c. July sold at 71 
against 74c, the final sale yesterday. 
May oats lost 1%c on a trade at Ste. 
Coarse grains rallied sharply, but ended 
showing wide losses. 

Aside from the bombardment of the 
Dardanelles, traderg placed “bearish 
importance on the introduction of a 
bill in Congress to empower the Pres- 
ident to declare an. embargo on grain 
shipments, and the uncertainty rela- 
tive to exports yar to Germany's 
war zone policy. Statistical news was 
mixed. 

Minneapolis receipts of wheat to- 
taled 279 cars, against 202 last week 
and 432 lagt year. Duluth 23, against 
51 and 14. ‘innipeg 300, against 363 
and 128 Total Pt mary wheat fre- 
ceiptgs were 750,000 bu, against 767,000 
bu last year. Shipments 663,000 bu, 
against 424,000 bu last year. 

The Liverpool cable said: 

“Weakness in American wheat yes- 
terday was offset here by firmness in 
Buenos Aires and unfavorable weather 
in Argentina, with the spot market 
steady. Cargoes were freely offered, 
with winters at 6d. decline and Plate 
about unchanged. Freer shipments 
from Argentina and the gress 
made by the allies in ¢Gonnection with 
the Dardanelles, served to cause freer 
offers, but the demand everywhere 
appears quiet. 

Corn was neglected. Plate offers 
were firm an shipments lighter. 
These offset weaker American cables. 

A Chicago house reported a cable 
from a foreign government this morn- 
ing asking for an offer of 15,000,000 
bu wheat of which 10,000,000 bu aro 
No. 2 hard winter, 40 days’ shipment, 
and 5,040,000 bu No. 2 spring, April- 
May shipment. It will be impossible 
to fill this order, as the wheat cannot 
be secured. 

“Russell's News said: “War risks 
rates have been advanced by the Gov- 
ernment war risk bureau to block- 
aded ports. 

‘The announcement of the reduction 
of the outer forts of the Dardanelles 
makes the possibility of complete 
opening at a fairly early date a fac- 
tor to be seriously taken into consid- 
eration. A press cable states that Rus- 
sia had accumulated about 80,000,000 
bu of grain at Black Sea ports ready 
for shipment as soon as the Darda- 
nelles open.”
